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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Page 33, line 
13. "504" should be -304-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 3, line 1, "met" should be -method-. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fonns the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 22-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
either of JP403128188A or JP408206868A. 

JP403128188A, see Figures 1-3. The laser 5 and the auxiliary light beam 1 are 
arranged such that the beams are coaxial. The use of a movable stage would have 
been obvious at the time applicant's invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art in order to provide suitable work placement. The use of the instant 
claimed excimer laser in place of the general laser disclosed by JP403128188A would 
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have been obvious at the time applicant's invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art depending on the work to be performed. The intended use of 
the apparatus for particular work or with particular method steps does not impart 
patentability to the apparatus claims. 

JP408206868A, see Figure 1 and see the English abstract which describes LB1 
and LB2 and which includes an element 17 movable between positions PI and P2. The 
use of the instant claimed excimer laser in place of the YAG laser disclosed by 
JP408206868A would have been obvious at the time applicant's invention was made to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art depending on the work to be perfomned. The 
intended use of the apparatus for particular work or with particular method steps does 
not impart patentability to the apparatus claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-21 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
